of  his  Guard  who  lhall  fail  in  doing  their  Duty.

The  Boatfwains  are  to  keep  good  Order  in  their 
relpedtive  Wards,  and  to  view  the  Chefts,  Bedding 
and  Furniture  of  the  Penfioners  once  a  Week,  or 
oftner  ;  they  are  to  lee  that  the  Penfioners  be  duly 
fhaved,  and  that  they  keep  themlelves  clean,  and 
do  not  dawb  or  fpoil  their  Cloathing,  or  damage  the 
Furniture  of  the  Hofpital ;  as  likewile,  that  they 
do  not  Smoke  in  the  Wards,  or  bring  any  Provifions 
there  :  and  they  are  to  lee  that  the  Fires  and  Candles

The  Council  may  order  fiich  as  are  guilty  of  any 
Mifdemeanors  or  Dilbrders,  whether  the  lame  be 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  Articles  or  not,  to  wear 
a  yellow  Coat,  or  fome  other  Badge  or  Token  of 
their  Offence,  and  to  do  the  Bufinels  of  a  Scavenger, 
if  there  be  occafion :  They  may  likewife  confine 
them  to  a  Diet  of  Bread  and  Water  for  fuch  Offences, 
and  for  lo  long  Time  as  they  think  fit,  during  which, 
they  fhall  dine  at  a  feparate  Table  in  the  Hall,  where 
they  may  be  beft  feen  by  the  other  Penlioners,
